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Local Improvement Subsequent Procedure (Cont'd ) 

Mr. Gibault advised the Council that with respect to Project #3, 
7 out of 9 owners do not want street light standards but there 
was insufficient value obtained to defeat the project. 

There was general agreement that in future City Manager's Reports 
on Subsequent Procedure, the Council would be advised of any special 
circumstances affecting initiative projects. 

The Clerk noted that letters of objection had been received on 
projects 15 and 80; the latter requesting that light fixtures be 
placed 16 ft. above grade rather than the average 22 ft. The Council 
directed Mr. Gibault to reply to the letters. 



Council also noted a report of the City Manager dated January 24, 
1979, in which the City Engineer reported as follows:

Projects on the "Initiative Principle" have been advanced under the provisions 

of the Local Improvement Procedure By-law and will come before a Court of Revision 

on February 8, 1979.

Initiative 454 20, 21, 66, 81 Lane Lighting 

Deleted Project 

Item 28 - Lane lighting project on the lane north of Broadway from Yew Street 
to Arbutus Street. 

This item should be deleted as further inspection revealed that this lane was 
unsuitable for lighting. 

Reduced Projects 

Items 27, 31, 34, 54, 62, 85 - Portions of these lane lighting projects have 
upon close inspection been found to be undeveloped and unsuitable for lighting. 
These should be reduced as follows (see attached list) : 



Item Mew Description 

27 Lane North of Broadway from Vine Street to approximately 

200 feet west of Balsam Street. 

31 Lane South of Broadway from approximately 130 feet East of 

Stephens Street to approximately 120 feet West of Macdonald 
Street. 

34 Lane South of Broadway from Yew Street to approximately 

75 feet East of Arbutus on the North side and 67 feet East 
of Arbutus Street on the South side.

Capital Funds 

Funds for the City's share of the recommended Light Standard and Lane Lighting 
Projects are available in the 1978 Street Lighting Basic Capital Budgets. 

Funds for Iten. 100 - Pavement and Curb on Alice Street is available subject to 
Council approval of the 1979 Streets Basic Capital Budget. 

RECOMMENDATION 



I recommend, subject to the proceedings of the Court of Eevision and subsequent 
approval by Council , that 

(a) The "Initiative 11 projects in Court of Revision 454 be undertaken except 
the defeated items 1,4,6,13,20,21,66, 81; the deleted item 28; but 
including items 27, 31, 34, 54, 62 and 85, reduced in scope. 

(b) The "Initiative" project for pavement and curbs on Alice Street be under- 
taken subject to the approval of 1979 Streets Basic Capital Budget." 

The City Manager RECOMMENDS that the above recommendation of the City Engineer 
be approved.
